Stale Convention 


The committee will be elected by 


caucuses at the State Democratic con- 
vention at Hot Springs Thursday and 
Friday. June P. Woolen and Beloil 
Taylor, Little Hock lawyers, are chair- 
man and secretary, respectively, of 
the committee. The governor indi- 
cated no preference for a committee 
secretary. 


Mr. Atkins, who has been outstand- 


ing in Hempstead county and south- 
west Arkansas politics many years, 
has been a supporter of the gover- 
nor since his race for attorney gen- 
eral four years ago. He was named 
on the Stale Police Commission by 
Governor Bailey after the Stale Po- 
lice Department was reorganized and 
enlarged as a result of adm'mistration- 
.supporled legislation in 1937. 


Mikel Clerk of House 


Governor Bailey said he had told 


Representative Lyman L. Mikel of 
Fort Smith thai he "would be acccpl- 
able" lo him a:; chief dor!; of the 
House of the Fifty-second General 
Assembly. 


Representative Mikel conducted an 


unsuccessful campaign in the August 
9 Democratic primary to defeat Stale 
Senator Fred Armstrong of Fort Smith, 
Capt. Arvor M. Ledbeltcr of Conway 
was chief clerk of Ihe House of the 
Fifty-first General Assembly. 


Mr. Mikel, 30, one of the youngest 


members of the legislature, is a law- 
yer. 
He has practiced law in Fort 


Smith since he was admitted to the 
bar in 1934. A graduate of Cumber- 
land University at Lebanon, Term., 
Mr. Mikel also attended Arkansas Tech 
at Rus.scl!ville.

as a country newspaper man at Dumas, 
of Ding-dong Daddy fame. After ed- 
iting and publishing various small- 
town weeklies in the Amarillo area, 
Halcomb had his first political exper- 
ience in the days when Ernest O. 
Thompson, now railroad commissioner, 
was strafing the utilities at Amarillo. 


Halcomb was the only publisher 


who backed Thompson's hand, bul his 
ardor for Ihe red-haired holcl magnate, 
he avers has since cooled somewhat. 


Halcomb took an important role in 


Ross Sterling's successful campaign for 
governor, doing publicity and speak- 
ing assignments. Later ho played a 
similar part in James V. Allrcd's cam- 
paigns. He drew the post of assistant 
secretary of state under Mann, with 
whom he formed a warm and lasting 
friendship. 


Prison Reform 


Halcomb headed a committee to 


study prison reforms and toured Iho 
country gathering data. Ho is author 
of the plan of voluntary parole boards 
in each county to aid ex-convicts in 
finding "the way back." One of Hal- 
comb's grcatesl disappointments came 
when a bill he had prepared to lake 
Ihe power of parole away from Ihe 
governor was mutilated. 


Governor Allred himself, Halcomb 


charges, helped ruin the measure, al- 
though he had campaigned for just 
such a bill, and Halcomb felt he had 
been repudiated.

PRAGUE, 
Czechoslovakia—(IT)—The 


Sudeten German party presented an 
ultimatum to the Czechoslovak gov- 
ernment at 7:30 p. m. Tuesday night 
demanding that the martial law and 
extraordinary 
police measures

posed on the Sudeten communities be 
revoked within six hours. 


The party in a memorandum to the 


government staled that if martial law 
were continued the party would not 
"be responsible for developments." 


LITTLE 
ROCK-Govcrnor 
liailey 


asked Chief Gray Albright of the slate 
police Monday "to see to it that every 
.school bus in the state used for the 
transporlation of school children is in- 
spected personally by slate policemen, 
and that all law.-; conlemplalcd to pro- 
vide greater safety with respect to 
vehicle and driver are complied with." 


The governor's action apparently re- 


sulted from study of a report, filed at 
his office by the state police showing 


I hat 207 of 521 school buses submit- 
ted for police inspection in 1937 were 
found to be unsafe. 


His letter to the state police head 


commented thai the report "indicates 
that not enough precaution has been 
taken in former years to insure safe 
transportation of lbc.se children. 


"Judging from the records of pre- 


vious years, some of these school chil- 
dren will be killed in highway acci- 
dents before the end of the' school 
term," he said. 


Chief Albright said state police of- 


ficers assigned to the .state's judicial 
districts would conduct inspections 
of the approximately 725 vehicles and 
"make sure" drivers of all school 
buses comply with safety regulations. 
He said he was uncertain whether 
state police could prohibit use of un- 
safe vehicles, in view of a restraining 
order in Union Chancery Court, en- 
joining enforcement of the style's com- 
pulsory auto testing statute. 


Chief Albright said one school dis- 


trict, in which five children were kill- 
ed in an accident last year, has pur- 
chased two all-steel buses to transport 
school children. 


LITTLE ROCK—One of the major 


features of Governor Bailey's second 
term administration will be the ad- 
vocating of prviatc ownership of auto- 
mobiles used lo conduct the slate's af- 
fairs, the governor disclosed Mon- 
day. 


In an unformal discussion of the 


worries of administering the myriad 
duties placed on the shoulders of the 
Isale revenue commissioner, the gover- 
nor chuckled and said "those automo- 
biles Ihe Revenue Department owns 
are enough to run any man crazy." 


He said Revenue Commissioner Z. 


M. McCarroll had become greatly con- 
cerned over Iho mailer, and was seek- 
ing a feasible plan whereby silo em- 
ployes required to use automobiles 
could acquire their own and operate 
them on an allowance from the slate. 


The governor said it would be im- 


practical to pply the change to the 
state police, .since they arc at all 
times subject to call to duty, and "vir- 
lually live on wheels." He said there 
was some doubt in his mind that it 
would be feasible to require many 
Qinploycs of the highway department 
to use their own cars, beciiu.sc of the 
nature of their work. 


Governor Bailey indicated legislation 


might be soughl, to pave the way for 
inauguration of a system of use by 
state employes of privale automobiles, 
on an allowance from the slate. 


He cilcd instances where Highway 


Department employes, for instance, 
"have 
thoughtlessly driven 
several 


miles in a big truck lo gel Ihcir lunch. 
Thai lunch probably cost the slate $2.50 
or more in many inslnces. It would 
be cheaper to buy the lunches."

bled through the streets of Eger, less 
than 10 mjles from the German border, 
where frenzied celebrations took place 
following Adolf 
Hitler's 
Nurnberg 


speech.

Nazis Arc Angered 


BERLIN, Germany —(IP}— A Nazi 


spokesman Tuesday called the action 
of Czechoslovakia in imposing martial 
law on eight Sudelen German com 
munitjcs an "outrighl provocation."

"THERE is one curious by-product of the current war scare 
1 which—years hence, when the scare has died down—will 
be recognized as something pretty valuable. That is the tre- 
mendous impetus which the scare has given the development 
of aviation. 


A world which looks forward to war sees the airplane 


principally as a weapon. So. as with all other weapons, it 
strives frantically to improve it. 


As a weapon, the airplane has most dreadful possibilities. 


If nothing comes of this vast activity except increased possi- 
bilities for destruction, the world is in a bad case indeed. 


But in the long run the airplane is only secondarily a 


weapon. It is the fastest means of transportation mankind 
has yet devised, over the years its usefulness should far out- 
\veigh its destructiveness. And because of the present war- 
scare, progress in airplane design and constrcction is going 
forward these days very much faster than would otherwise 
be possible.

E sometimes forget how completely our modern world is 


built around the idea of fast transportation and speedy 


communications. The world economy of today may be a dis- 
jointed and chaotic thing, but it works to the extent that it 
does work only beiause it is served by a network of rapid 
carriers.

Less than 100 red men were killed, and 
only 4(1 soldiers and citizens. The cost 
of the outbreak was slightly more than 
8500,000 to the government, but the re- 
sult was one of the most signifcanl in 
all of American history. 


For after the final shot had been 


fired in this war which raged across 
the deserts of Oregon, Idaho, and 
southern Washington the Indian put 
up his weapons virtually for the last 
time. He accepted arbitration and the 
reservations set aside for him, and the 
advance of the white man which had 
begun when the first European set 
foot on American soil continued un- 
interrupted to the coast. 


George F. Brimlow tells the absorb- 


ing story of this struggle in "The Ban- 
nock Indian War of 1878" (Caxton 
Printers: $2.50). To read it is to loam 
of a major chapter that too many of 
the popular histories have glassed 
over. 


Mr. Drimlow first became interest- 


ed in the northwest Indian campaigns 
while a student at the University of 
Oregon. His interest led him finally 
to the musty files of the War and In- 
terior departments in Washington, and 
the Presidio of San Francisco. The 
result is a fully documental story 
which, if it seems a bit overburdened 
vvitli quotations at spots, never ceases 
to be interesting. 


The author lays his groundwork for 


his story with scholarship, in a study 
of the Indian problem in the north- 
west from 18.17 to the Bannock war. 
He concludes that the war was due to 
a combination of factors, chief of which 
was tin.- steady encroachment of the 
white man and a lax government pol- 
icy toward the Indian.

The first test with childbirth was 


done on January 19, 1847. 


The obstetrician, or the specialist in 


childbirth, knows that it is possible to 
anesthetize a woman so much that the 
muscular action of her body will stop 
Should this occur, of course the prog- 
ress of tb* childbirth will not go on. 
For that reason all attempts are di- 
rected toward finding drugs, and meth- 
ods of using them, that will product 
oblivion to pain and yet at the same 
time permit the necessary muscular 
action to hasten the childbirth. 


Not only have ther, chloroform, and 


nitrous oxide oxygen been .used for 
this purpose, but indeed every drug 
that has been developed with a view 
to lessening pain or producing com- 
plete oblivion has been tried from time 
to time in various ways for this pur- 
pose.

years it has been announced that some 
one method or another is the ideal,

Mistrial Ruling 


Prosecutor Dewey Linked 


Hines With a Dif- 


ferent Crime 


NEW YORK-(/P)-Euprcmc Court 


Justice Ferdinand Pocorn late Mon- 
day ordered a mistrial in the state's 
policy racket ease against Tammany 
District Leader James J. Hines, im- 
plying that the prosecution injected 
"one drop of poison" by asking a 14- 
word question of prejudicial nature. 


rccora stiirled delivering his long 


opinion on the defense motion for a 
mistrial to a hushed, expectant court- 
room crowd. He started with a re- 
cital of the events which led up to 
Stryker's demand that a mistrial be 
called. The motjon came as Dewey, 
after frequent clashes with Pecora, 
was; questioning Lyon Boston, former 
assistant district attorney who con- 
ducted a policy racket inquiry before 
the March (1335) Grand Jury. 


Boston testified that he failed to 


find 
evidence sufficient 
to convict 


Hines, though he had been instructed 
by Djstrict Attorney William C. Dodge 
friend of Hines, to prosecute the in- 
vestigation vigorously. 


Then Dewey asked: "William Fel- 


lowcs Morgan, commissioner of mark- 
ets, discussed the subject at length be- 
fore the grand jury, didn't he?" 


"I don't recall that," Boston said. 
Then came the "prejudicial" ques- 


tion— 


"Don't you remember any testimony 


about Hines and the poultry racket 
there by him," Dewey asked sharply. 


Slryker leaped to lvjs feel. "I move 


for a mistrial," he snapped. He con- 
tended no evidence about the poultry 
had been adduced. In a brief sub- 
mitted to Justice Pecora Dewey argued 
lhal Stryker himself had opened wide 
the full field of that Grand Jury in- 
quiry, making any question proper. 


Quoting the "deeply rooted" rule 


which prohibits the introduction of 
evidence relating to one crime in the 
trial of a person for another, Justice 
Pecora declared that the record of 
Hines' trial declared that the record 
of Hines' trial was "absolutely barren" 
of any reference to the poultry racket 
until Dcwcy's question was asked. 
Moreover, he added, Dewey had fur- 
nished him the grand jury minutes of 
Morgan's testimony and he (Pecora 
had found that the markets commis- 
sioner reported only "rumors." 


"The question asked by the district 


attorney which constitutes the basjs 
for a motion for a new trial," he said, 
"carries the implication that during the 
early part of 1935 testimony was pre- 
sented purporting to connect the de- 
fendant with a so-called poultry rack- 
et." 


Pecora said 
Dewey argued 
that, 


oven though the reference \vas im- 
proper and 
irrelevant, it did not 


damage the defendant in the minds gf 
the jurors sufficiently to warrant a 
mistrial. He quoted a comparable case 
cited by Dewey but added, "a sounder 
analogy would be that one drop of 
poison taken into the human system 
might kill the individual. One little 
germ injected into the bloodstream 
might cause the collapse of the per- 
son."

TVTATURE developed the art ol 


the camouflage singularly effec- 


tively in the case of the diminutivq 
zebra. The zebras' stripes merge 
them with the terrain in the day- 
time and at night conceal them 
almost entirely. So the zebra goes 
out to feed after sunset with com- 
parative ease. 


That is, with as much .ease as 


might be expected 
in ' Africa, 


where zebra is the choice dish of 
the lion family. Lions attack them 
at every opportunity, so. the .wily 
little animals have learned 
to 


travel in large herds. 


The true or mountain zebra 


fights a perennial battle for sur- 
vival in the ranges of Cape Colony, 
and 
also inhabits Angola. 
It 


stands about four feet in height 
nt the shoulder, is distinguished 
by fairly long ears and a tail 
scantily clothed with hair. It has 
a short mane. 


The ground color is white and 


the stripes are black. These are 
absent only on the abdomen and 
on the thighs. The lower part of 
the face is brosvn. In other species 
the ground color is a pale yellow- 
ish-brown, while the stripes are a 
brown or black. There is still an- 
other type, striking for its enor- 
mous ears and myriad narrow 
black stripes, which ilihabits Ab- 
yssinia and Somaliland.

ing and riding, but only with diffi- 
culty.

Lines to Liners 


Much is heard 
of trans-Atlantic 


phoning and of the vast distance mag- 
ically traversed by the ordinary tele- 
phone. But you would be surprised 
at the volume of calls that travel each 
day and night from ship to shore and 
shore to ship, through the main switch- 
boards in New York. 


On this end of the continent, there 


are 22 ocean liners in the Atlantic 
service that are equipped with phone 
facilities between boat and land. On 
the Pacific, the telephone cover a- 
nother network of ships. 


Calling a ship far at sea (or the 


other way around) is as simple a pro- 
cess for the caller as ringing up a 
yacht of a tug 30 miles out. Just 
pick up the living room phone ask 
for Long Distance, give the name of 
the passenger and the ship(call this 
one on the Atlantis) and hang up. 


Words in the Sky 


This is what happens in the in- 


terveing time between the moment 
you have placed your call and the mo- 
ment you are conversing intimately 
with Jack or Jill . 


Long distance calls the Overseas 


Switchboard in New York, where a 
ship-to-shore operator plugs in o:; 
the New Jersey coas*. Here T. opera- 
tor establishes a connection with shor 
wave radio station nearby . He ther 
signals the ship -to-shore oreratoi 
that the Atlantis is on the line and 
calls out ."Hello, Atlantis, I have a 
ticket" 


At the radio station these words piss 


through Vfccum tubes of terrific po .ver 
end are catapulted into the blue vault 
above the Atlantic. They have bce.i 
amplified millions ol times. In turning 
them inoo those words whijh wou'.i' 
rattle the window for miles around, 
were they sirllculy l-irnp;i back into 
speech. 


Well, finally, these impulses are pick- 


ed up by the tiny wires that sway 
with the heaving of the ship and are 
converted back into words. The ships 
operator takes the call. He turns it 
over to your party. Your phone rings. 
"Hello! Jack!" . . . "Hello!" . . . The 
entire procedure has consumed five 
minutes.
